The bishop’s sisters visited 
th o r brother in Salvator Muhdi 
International Hospital, where he 
will stay during his Home Visit.

because 
his 
doctors 
wanted hum to rest following the 
long flight. 
Miss Mary Walsh and Mrs. 
Julia Winner, both in their 70s, 
were the bishop’s two sisters 
who flew to Rome from their 
home an Cumberland, Md. The 
superior-general of their broth­ 
e r’s Maryknoll order, the Rev. 
John J. McCormack, had urged 
them to wait in 
the 
United 
States, but they came ahead 
The bishop last saw his Asters 
before he returned to China in 
1948. 
Father McCormack said Bish­ 
op Walsh would go on to the 
headquarters of their order in 
Maryknoll, N.Y., shortly after 
seeing the Pope.

ANN ARBOR (AP) — When 
a man arose Sunday to read the 
so-called Black Manifesto and 
demand $50,000, virtually the en­ 
tire congregation of Ann Arbor’s 
First 
Presbyterian 
C h u r c h 
marched out. 
The church had been occupied 
since Wednesday by two militant 
groups, the Welfare Rights Or­ 
ganization 
(WRO) 
and Black 
Economic Development League 
(BEDL) to back up their de­ 
mands 
for 
$50,000

church to buy clothing for wel­ 
fare children. 
“Church services for today 
are dismissed,” the Rev. Robert 
Sanders declared as Hank Bry­ 
an. BEDL vice president stood 
after the opening hymn and in­ 
vocation. 
Fewer than a dozen church 
members stayed, although some 
others talked with demonstrators 
in the vestibule for an hour. 
The White Panther Party, a 
radical group, joined the WRO— 
BEDL coalition Saturday and 
taped revolutionary slogan post­ 
ers to church doors and walls 
and argued with church - goers 
Sunday.

On Integration 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
Nixon administration’s claim to 
have virtually wiped out South- 
em-style 
school 
segregation 
comes to the test this week as 
the first of nearly 600 holdout 
districts begin integrating class­ 
es. 
Between 80 and 90 Southern 
districts, acting lander court or­ 
ders ar voluntary agreements, 
open their doors today under 
plans which, for the first time in 
a century, eliminate dual sys­ 
tems for blacks and whites. 
The adm instration last week 
said with 566 districts scheduled 
to desegregate this fall, more 
than 94 per cent of the sc hoed 
systems in the South would be 
in compliance with the Supreme 
Court’s 1954 edict that separate 
schools are contrary to the law 
of the land. 
A handful of districts, about 
14, opened without significant 
incident last week. Most of the 
South’s 2,700 school districts are 
scheduled to be in operation by 
Sept. 14. 
The big job for the adminis­ 
tration will be 
to determ ine 
whether those districts under 
court order or voluntary agree­ 
ment will in fact desegregate. 
Although 
m a i n t a i n i n g 
throughout the sum m er a low- 
profile approach, 
the govern­ 
ment has pledged to take swift 
action against dis>tricts that dis­ 
crim inate on the basis of race in 
pupil assignments. 
Schools that violate orders or 
agreements can be taken to 
court or, leas likely, face term i­ 
nation 
of 
federal 
education 
funds. 
More difficult to determine is 
whether desegregation will end 
at the school house door, as 
some 
civil 
rights 
spokesmen 
have predicted, with classrooms 
being segregated. 
Despite a spring and sum m er 
push to brin? the remaining seg­ 
regated districts into line, there 
are some that still m ay began 
the year on a segregated basis.

Senate Okays 
Public Works 


Measure, 62-1 


WASHINGTON IAP) — In its 
! second try at it, the Senate 
passed today a $5.2 billion pub­ 
lic 
works 
appropriations 
bill 
carrying funds for the Atomic 
Energy 
Commission, 
pollution 
control grants and water pro­ 
jects. 
The vote was 62 to I. with Sen. 
William Proxmire. D-Wis., cast­ 
ing the lone no vote. 
The Senate debated the bill 
Friday and tried to pass it but 
only 49 Senators showed up for 
the vote. This was two short of a 
necessary quorum. Unable to 
muster the two needed votes the 
Senate was forced to adjourn. 
The bill carries a total of 
$5,258,695,000, which is some $21 
million above the total in the 
ball when it passed the House 
but still some $5 million below 
President 
Nixon’s budget re­ 
commendations. 
Of the total. $1.9 billion is ear­ 
marked for the A EXI. 
Die bill also provides $1 bil­ 
lion in grants for construction of 
water pollution control facili­ 
ties. In this appropriation, the 
Senate approved previous House 
action. 
However, this program wasn’t 
exactly in line with Nixon’s pro­ 
posal. In his budget he suggest­ 
ed Congress set up a 4-year, $10 
billion pollution control program 
to be financed with $4 billion in 
federal funds. For the first year 
he recommended he be given $1 
billion in contract authority. 
But legislation 
to 
authorize 
this program hasn’t yet moved 
out of committee so the $1 bil­ 
lion appropriation was provided 
under existing authority. 
Die bill carries $1,325,828,000 
for 
Army 
Engineers 
and 
$310,958,000 for the Reclamation 
Bureau to use in planning and 
building water projects in vir- 
1 tually all states. 
Other appropriations include 
$56,180,000 for the Tenriesse Val- 
j ley Authority. 
Because of changes the Sen­ 
ate made in the bill, it now will 
go to a House-Senate conference 
which

Of Land Noted 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Two- 
hundred-fifty square miles of 
the 
Atomic 
Energy Commis­ 
sion's Nevada teat sate—ar an 
area nearly the size of New 
York 
City—are 
contaminated 
with plutonium, a radioactive 
element which can linger 24.000 
years or more. 
In addition, 49 separate area® 
on the site have been fenced off 
because the radiation level is 
too high to perm it human ac­ 
cess. These so-called RADEIX or 
radiation exclusion areas total 
12 square milles. 
The extent of contamination 
left by 19 years of tests is dis­ 
closed in a draft statement the

Race Gets Going 


CAMBRIDGE, Mass. (AP) — 
Air quality rather than speed Is 
what counts for the 42 vehicles 
that started for Pasadena, Cal­ 
if., today in the 1970 Cross-Coun­ 
try Clean Air Car Race. 
Two of the vehicles, powered 
by electricity, left the starting 
gate at 3 a.m. They were driven 
by crews from Stevens Institute 
in Hoboken, N.J. and Cornell 
University. 
Race officials said the electric 
cars got an early start because 
they would have to recharge at 
several points along the way. 
The other cars, leaving one at 
a time, started shortly before 6 
a.m. Two other electric cars 
were among the first four to 
leave the gate at that time, and 
all had cleared by 8 a.m. 
Thirty-two of the starters are 
powered by internal conbustion 
engines. Thirteen of those use 
propane gas, ax use natural 
gats. six use unleaded gas, two 
have leaded gas, four use more 
than one fuel and one in pow­ 
ered by diesel fuel.

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
Indian Claims Commission has 
approved claims totaling $359 
million since lits inception in 
1946. But time is running out. 
With little over half its work 
done, the commission is set to 
expire on April IO, 1972. A total 
of 290 claims valued at an esti­ 
mated $150 million remain to be 
settled. 
The Seminolles, for example, 
think they should receive hand­ 
some compensation for most «f 
Florida, which they owned prior 
to an 1823 treaty with the United 
States. A baittle still rages over 
what they will get for it. 
Dispute Continues 
The Turtle Mountain Chippe­ 
was once owned seven million 
acres of North Dakota and a 
fair price for it has been disput­ 
ed for four decades and two 
presidential vetoes. Bt still re­ 
mains to be resolved by the 
commission. 
The commission, set up in 
1946 for IO years to hasten jus­ 
tice for the Indians, has been 
given 
three 
five-year 
exten­ 
sions. and Congressmen warned 
that the 1967 extension would be 
the last. 
"Everyone is frustrated by its 
inability to get these claims con­ 
cluded.'* ane senator expressed 
the exasperation of the lawmak­ 
ers. 
Based On Treaties 
Commission 
Chairman 
Je­ 
rome K. Kuykendall says the 
panel has been struggling with 
claims based on old treaties 
stretching back to Indian wars 
150 years ago. 
The commission cannot possi­ 
bly conclude its pending cases 
in the time remaining, Kuyken­ 
dall said, but one more exten­ 
sion would do it. 
"We have a program that can 
see it through in an additional 
five years,” he said. "We know 
what we have to do now and 
have a goal set far each mem­ 
ber of our legal staff.’* 
Congress 
added 
two 
more 
rn enrobers to the former three- 
member commission 
in 1967, 
and Kuykendall, a former Fed­ 
eral Power Commissflon chair­ 
man, has streamlined the proce­ 
dures and added new staff. 
Half Of Cases Disolved 
The old commission disposed 
of only about half its cases in 
more than 21 years. Kuykendall 
claims that with an extension 
the 
present 
commission 
can 
conclude as many cases in half 
the time. 
Each caise is heard by’ a single 
commissioner, much as a judge 
hears cases in federal courts, 
who reviews the evidence and 
drafts proposed findings. 
But 
the entire commission, meeting 
weakly, approves the final ver­ 
dict. 
The decision of the commis­ 
sion may be appealed to the 
U.S. Court of Claims. Two have 
gone all the way to the Supreme 
Court. Once the claim is finally 
concluded 
and 
all 
appeals 
cleared up, the Commission re­ 
ports fts determination to Conc 
gres®. 


Congress then must appropri­ 
ate the funds to pay the judg­ 
ment along with a distribution 
act which determines exactly 
who gets the money. 
Some judgments are distribut­ 
ed per capita to tribe members 
while others are paid to the 
tribe. The Bureau of Indian Af­ 
fairs works out the distribution. 
In addition to hearing cases, 
the com mis won has the power 
to investigate them if neces­ 
sary. Kuykendall says the com­ 
mission plans to do this in a 
handful of cases where Indian 
tribes filed claims years ago but 
for various reasons, such as not 
being able to obtain a lawyer, 
litave not followed through. 
Actually only a few attorneys 
specialize 
in 
Indian 
claim®. 
Most casas before the commis­ 
sion are handled by probably 
less than a dozen lawyers or 
firms. 
The Justice Department re­ 
presents the government in the 
claims easies, and about 19 de­ 
partment lawyers are assigned 
to Indian cases. 


Tile commission was created 
to clear up a backlog of cases 
extending back into history. Any 
claims arising from injuries or 
land loss occurring after 1946 
aire filed in the Court of Claims. 
Most are land claims, but oth­ 
ers include damages for various 
kinds of mismanagement by the 
government of tribal funds on 
deposit with the Treasury, re­ 
moval of minerals or timber 
from tribal lands, diversion of 
irrigation water, loss of hurtling 
and fisftwrog rights. Some have 
claimed unlawful removal of a 
tribe from its home and unlaw­ 
ful arrest of the tribe 
Seek Return Of Land 
Manv tribes would like to get 
back the land they claim was 
taken from them. "But all we 
have authority to do is to award 
them money.’* Kuykendall said. 
The largest amount paid in 
any one case wats the $29.1 mil­ 
lion awarded the Indians of Cal­ 
ifornia in 1964. The Sac and Fox 
Indians got $10.6 million earlier 
this year in one of several 
claims.

Delon—no matter how heavy a 
thumb he put on the scales.

father’s pork shop in a Paris 
suburb, is now cutting a wider 
swath as an international mati­ 
nee idol. 
At 34, tall, dark, 
blue-eyed 
and handsome, Delon is strik­ 
ingly reminiscent of the late Ty­ 
rone Power. In the latest of his 
30 or more films, “Borsalino,” 
which he also produced, he is 
co-starred with Jean-Paul Bel­ 
mondo. They play a couple of 
small-time rogues who wind up 
dominating the Marseilles un­ 
derworld. 
Vanity is about the only buffer 
an actor has between himself 
and the rude shocks of this 
world, and many a one believes 
his career to be the most impor­ 
tant thing in the universe. 
Alain regards his craft with a 
more Gallic practicality. 
“A statesman, a scientist or a 
writer can put his stamp upon 
his time,” he said, "but not an 
actor. There is a difference be­ 
tween creativity and interpreta­ 
tion. 
"I don’t have the vanity to 
want to be eternal. A famous 
painter might paint your por­ 
trait, and it might be eternal— 
but you wouldn’t be eternal. 
"It is wily the creation that is 
eternal. It remains. The indivi­ 
dual is dead."

Attorneys for John Norman Collins have in­ 
dicated they will appeal his conviction last week 
for the murder of an 18-year-old Eastern Michi­ 
gan University coed last year. California authori­ 
ties, meanwhile, are going ahead with plans to 
have the young man extradited to stand trial on 
another murder charge. 
And so, despite 27V-» hours of deliberations 
by a jury and weeks of testimony in Circuit 
Court at Ann Arbor, Michigan’s mast sensational 
crime story in recent years continues. 
Collins was convicted of one of seven pre­ 
viously-unsolved sex slayings in the Ann Arbor- 
Ypsilanti area. No charges have been filed 
against anyone in the other six murders, but be­ 
cause of similarities in the killings police theor­ 
ized before Collins’ arrest that the same person 
was responsible. Citizens of the area were exert­ 
ing tremendous pressure on police to solve the 
cases. There have been no murders in the area 
since Collins was arrested and jailed. 
Thousands of words were written in the Ann 
Arbor, Ypsilanti and Detroit newspapers which 
circulate in the county about the seven slayings 
and the subsequent arrest of Collins. Television 
and radio announcers reported the story. The 
murders were freely discussed in the commu­ 
nity. 
It was within this framework that John 
Norman Collins went to trial. And it is on this 
framework, at least in part, on which Collins* 
lawyers will base their appeal. 
Ts it possible for a man to get a fair trial 
under those circumstances?

The case Is a classic example of the problems 
Involving free press and fair trial, of the conflict 
between the public’s right to know and a defen- 
dent’s right to impartial hearing. 
Before Collins* arrest there were seven un­ 
solved murders within a two-year period in the 
area. And even the strongest advocate of fair 
trial procedures couldn’t suggest that the people 
of the community not be informed of the mur­ 
ders if for no other reason than to take precau­ 
tions for their own safety. Yet free discussion of 
the slayings — and the subseouent airest — and 
delay of a year before the trial began — quite ob- 
viouslv can lead people into pre-judgment of the 
defendant. 
The public generally has confidence in the 
.ludgment of the police a"d the mere fact that a 
person is arrested is sufficient to establish guilt 
in some minds. 
On the other hand, the law’ says a person is 
presumed innocent until proven guilty. 
*

* 
Within the past several years, various press 
and legal associations have attempted to develop 
“guidelines’* to provide for both the public’s 
right to know and a person’s right to a fair trial 
without infringing on the Constitutional guaran­ 
tee of free press. 
Some have been restrictive, others quite 
liberal in what information can be used. Most are 
somewhere in between, allowing such informa­ 
tion as a defendant’s name, age, address, occupa­ 
tion, substance of charge and circumstances sur­ 
rounding arrest but prohibiting statements 
about the existence of confessions, evidence, pre­ 
vious criminal record, etc., on the grounds that 
such material may not be relevant to the case or 
admissable in a court of law. Statements by op­ 
posing lawyers or police about a case also are 
frowned upon. 
Where the pendulum finally will stop re­ 
mains to be seen, but it has to be somewhere in 
this area to guarantee two of the basic freedoms 
in the American system. 
Meanwhile, the nation must remain firm in 
Its belief in the integrity of the 12 men and wo­ 
men sitting in jury box.

“Nevertheless, XYZ is one of 
the top winners, in my opinion. 
Performance in the recent dip 
has been terrific. Earnings are 
strongly uptrended md insider 
buying is apparent. At 13-13*4, 
this $61 stock has little risk.’’

ceptable. Surveillance of such 
communications is a never-end­ 
ing job because The Street al­ 
ways has something to say.

He watched during a hectic 
first as Fran Tar ken ton. the 
quiet, convention Giant quarter­ 
back, passed for three touch­ 
downs and Scott Eaton ran 50 
yards with an interception for 
another touchdown the first four 
times the Giants had the ball. 
Then, at halftime, with the 
Jets trailing 28-3, he marched 
across the field for a television 
interview to a serenade of boos j 
and an occasional shout of “Go 
Back to the Movies, Joe!”

Democrat Philip A. Hart, who 
had no primary opposition, in 
the November general election. 
“Granting amnesty to those 
who have broken the law is an 
arrogant act that typifies the 
philosophy of Sen. Hart and his 
fellow Democrats who are more 
concerned with the rights of the 
criminal and the accused than 
the rights of law - abiding cit­ 
izens,” Mrs. Romney said in a 
sta lenient. 
She termed the Democratic 
plan “a callous disregard for 
hundreds of thousands of Amer­ 
ican servicemen and their fam­ 
ilies.” 
“The war in Vietnam,” Mrs. 
Romney said, “was launched, 
waged and escalated by Demo­ 
crats ... to call now far amnes­ 
ty for those who refuse to serve 
is a failure to even recognize the 
more than 50,000 American serv­ 
icemen who have died in this 
war— some 2,200 of whom were 
from Michigan — and more than 
270,000 others who have been 
wounded or maimed.” 
At the same time the Republi­ 
can nominee said she has “al­ 
ways been opposed to the war 
in Vietnam and will continue to 
speak out against it.” 
“However,” she continued, “I 
fail to understand why those 
who dodged the draft should re­ 
ceive 
privileged 
treatment 
while our dead, wounded and 
those held 
prisoner 
are ig­ 
nored.” 
The amnesty resolution was 
tagged on to a plank calling for 
an end to the draft. It was 
adopted by a standng vote with­ 
out debate.
